A WORTH-WHILE CAUSE 

The Y.M.C.A. is no stranger to Edmon- 
ton. For about a quarter of a century it 
has been one of the established institutions 
of the city. Thousands of boys, young men 
and older men have enjoyed and profited 
by the facilities it offers for the train- 
ing of body, mind and spirit, facilities 
which are not offered elsewhere, and 
which would have to be provided in some 
other institution if the “Y” were not here. 

Unfortunately establishments of the kind 
cannot be run at a profit, nor without oc- 
casional help derived from public subscrip- 
tions, The Edmonton “Y” is now asking 
the people of the city to contribute $8,000 
to enable it to carry on satisfactorily. The 
sum is smaller than has been asked and 
raised in cities of equal population where 
conditions are no better. 

That the appeal will meet with a gen- 
erous response is to be supposed, almost as 
a matter of course. Edmonton in times 
past has not failed when similar appeals 
have come. If money is scarcer than usual, 
the need of a live, well-equipped and wel- 
managed Y.M.C.A. is greater now than 
when fewer boys and young men were 
forced to spend their time in idleness. Ed- 
monton needs the “Y”’ as really as the “Y” 
needs the money. 

THE HUMAN SURPLUS 

In the Ukraine, Mr. Van Paassen writes, 
there is a good crop of wheat; but the 
peasants are not reaping it and will not 
eat it. The reaping is being done for the 
Government, by labor-saving machinery 
operated by a few hands. The families who 
formerly won their living from the land 
are wandering the roads, whither they 
know not. 

Russia has in large measure accomplish- 
ed in a few years the industrialisation 
which it took the pioneer countries gener- 
ations to accomplish; and the achievement 
seems to have landed them all in the same 
place; where “wealth accumulates but men 
decay.” 

Humanity is about the least wanted 
commodity on earth today, whether in 
Soviet Russia or in the countries where the 
citizen is allowed to accumulate private 
capital and employ it. The human race has 
worked itself out of a job and out of a 
place in the world; to a degree beyond pre- 
diction and almost beyond belief. There 
are too many of us; more than are needed 
to man the machines and produce what is 
required. 

That is, more than is required in the pre- 
sent economic arrangement, where every 
country is trying to prevent every other 
country trading with it, and succeeding 
wonderfully. 


DELAY COSTS MONEY 

Investors know a good thing when they 
see it. They were asked to lend the Do- 
minion—that is to say, the people of Can- 
ada—$225,000,000. They had offered up 
to Tuesday $256,000,000. Cheques in the 
mails may run the total up to $300,000,000. 

The interest rate was not the big at- 
traction. The rate is 4.3 per cent. Most in- 
vestors know, or think they know, where 
they could make money earn more than 
that. But they preferred to put their 
money in Government bonds at that com- 
paratively moderate rate because of the 
security behind the bonds. 

That security, be it noted, is not gold. 
The Government does not promise to hand 
over yellow metal when the bonds fall due.

$9,775,000 interest every year for the next 
ten or twenty years? 

COMPULSORY VOTING 
Ald. Ogilvie thinks we should have com- 


pulsory voting at municipal elections. 
That there should be a r vote polled 
than usually is polled will hardly be dis- 


puted. That is highly desirable; provided 
the additional voters went to the polls be- 
cause they had been taking an interest in 
civic affairs and had formed definite 
opinions as to the candidates and the is- 
sues involved. 

But mass voting, under compulsion, 
might not mean that. There is the point of 
doubt. Voters may be compelled to cast 
votes, or be penalized in some way or 
other. But how are voters to be compelled 
to read what it is all about before they go 
to the polls, and to reach informed opin- 
ions as to the candidates and the matters 
at issue? 

That cannot be done. Because it cannot 
be done, the wisdom of compelling every- 
one to vote is questionable. Herding indif- 
ferent and uninformed voters to the polls 
would not guarantee better city govern- 
ment. 

Some of the “dumbest” councils Edmon- 
ton ever had were elected at unusually 
large turnouts of voters. And some of the 
things we have had to be sorry for were 
capital expenditures demanded by ‘“‘whop- 
ping” majorities of the burgesses.

The Passing Show

You know how casily a private war can stert 
in the bleachers at a baseball game, or boxing or 
wrestling match, and for a time attract more at- 
tention than the major performers in the arena. 
Something like that has happened in the course of 
the British Columbia provincial elections. 

The Roman Catholic Archbishop of Vancouver 
undertook to publicly rebuke the Vancouver Sun 
and its publisher, R. J. Cromie, for culogistic 
editorials and speeches that have been made about 
Soviet Russia, since the publisher's visit to that 
country. 

in Canadian newspaper offices there are two 
religious organizations of widely different char- 
acter, that for widely different reasons are never 
lightly or unkindly referged to. One is the Salva- 
tion Army; the other the Catholic Church. Mr. 
Cromie has a somewhat irascible temperament; he 
also h.s connections through members of his famliy 
with the Roman Catholic Church. There was some 
curiosity to see whether the publisher would take 
the arch-episcopal reproof reverently. 

The curious ones didn't have to wait long. A 
couple of days later came a vitriolic editorial that 
sizzled the press. Entitled “This Is Canada,” the 
editor from his pulpit referred to the charges as 
“so inane, so stupid and so childish that they would 
not be worth answering were it not for the deep 
malevolence that is behind them.” 

It styled His Excellency “a professional casuist.” 
threatening the newspaper “with his ecclesiastical 
displeasure unless we get ia line with those inter- 
ests that protect the immense untaxed properties of 
the Church in Canada.” It referred to Huss and 
Knox, Wesley, the Masonic Order, reminded His 
Excellency that “this is Canada,” and wound up 
by saying “to be governed by a religious bigot 
would be just as obnoxious to free Canadians, 
Catholic or Protestant, as to be governed by 
Moscow.” 


If editors are no longer subservient, neither are 
churchmen meek. The spiritual sons of the fish- 
ermen of Galilee have become princes. In the 
Same week, in the neighboring diocese of Seattle 
a new bishop was installed. He left on a special 
train. At the King street station he passed under 
the arched swords of hundreds of uniformed 
fourth degree Knights of Columbus, like a militant 
hero. So naturally, the Vancouver Sun editorial 
with its harsh language has been bitterly resented 
in Catholic circles. 

The Archbishop, Dr. Duke, is out of the city 
attending a conference of the Canadian Hierarchy 
at Quebec, but the “B. C. Catholic” has written an 
editorial and sent it to the daily papers, calling for 
a “complete, unequivocal, unreserved apology” 
from Mr. Cromie. It grimly adds, “What action 
His Excellency may take, we know not. What 
action our fellow-citizens may take, we can readily 
surmise... . Until complete reparation is made... 
every decent-minded citizen will bar the Van- 
couver Sun from his home.” 

No apology has been made as yet. There is 
speculation as to what the next chapter will be— 
if there is a next chapter.

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Health and Diet Advice

CHRONIC ILLNESS CURABLE IN MANY CASES 


When a disease reaches the chronic stage we 
mean that it has continued for several months or 
years. Many people have the idea that a chronic 
disease is incurable; this is a mistake, for as a 
matter of fact, many chronic diseases clear up in 
an entirely satislactory manner, if persistent treat- 
ment is used to cure them. 

In nearly every family at some time, one mem- 
ber is affected with a chronic disease which throws 
a heavy vurden upon some other 
member. In the past the idea 
that chronic illness and age go 
together was securely planted 
in the minds of everyone. How- 
ever, late figures show that 
when a large group of people 
with chronic illnesses is studied, 
that at least one-third will be 
children and more than half 
will be under fifty. In other 
words, comparatively young 
people may suffer from illness 
in a chronic form. This routs 
the theory that only old people 

Dr. F. MeCey have chronic diseases. ° 

While a cure of many chronic diseases is pos- 
sible, it will necessarily take some time and a gen- 
eral rule is that one month must be spent in treat- 
ment for each year that the disease has taken to 
develop. Before a chronic stage is reached, the 
the body must be in a highly toxic condition and 
to correct this will take longer than to cure the 
same disease in an acute form. However, it may 
be done in all but the most advanced cases. 


One of the best examples of a case where chron- 
ic illness has been overcome, is that of President 
Roosevelt, who was crippled by Infantile Paralysis 
to such an extent that he could not walk. He re- 
fused to give up hope and finally found that by 
persistent exercise and swimming he could restore 
the power of movement to the affected muscles. 

In overcoming a chronic disease it is ncessary 
to employ all measures which will build up the 
general health. The most important single meas- 
ure of treatment is a good curative diet, which fur- 
nishes the blood with the new material out of which 
to build sound tissue. With the diet, the patient 
must be encouraged to exercise, beginning slowly 
and gently. For example, the first fw days, he 
is to tense the muscles all over the body, using 
the will power to tighten the muscles, and then 
relaxing them, After this, the patient is to try a 
few easy movements with the arms and legs and 
is to gradually increase the amount of muscular 
effort put forth. Ne is also to secure plenty of 
fresh air and is to take sunbaths and airbaths 
whenever the weather permits. 

In order to cleanse the intestines of any toxic 
matrial he is to use the plain warm water enema 
each day. When any condition such as prolapsus, 
or adhesions of the intestines is present, the cor- 
rect type of manipulative treatment is helpful and 
various forms of electrical treatment are usually 
beneficial. 

As the vital power increases we often find that 
the body gains sufficient strength to attempt to 
hasten the throwing out of wastes. This effort 
at elimination may take the form of a cleansing 
crisis and the patient then suffers for a short time 
from such acute symptoms as skin eruptions, or 
fever which shows that the toxic materials are be- 
ing burned, or from headache, lassitude, restless- 
ness or an acute cold. The patient should expect 
such symptoms to occur and should regard them 
as a good sign. knowing that he will feel better 
when the crisis is over and that in reality it de- 
notes that he has gained cnough strength for his 
body to begin to try to get well. The reason that 
this cleansing crisis devclops is that poisons have 
been stirred up and have entered the general cir- 
culation. When they reach the organs of elimina- 
tion and are thrown out of the body, the symptoms 
quickly subside 

During the cleansing crisis, the best plan is to 
aid elimination in every possible way. Go on a 
fast, encourage the cleansing of the intestines by 
enemas, sponge the skin after, and drink plenty 
of pure water to assist in flushing out wastes 
through the kidneys. In this way you will un- 
burden the body of some of its impurities and wil! 
be just that much farther along on the road to 
health. 

Of course, each individual case varies and you 
may require special instructions to fit your own 
particular needs, but the measures which I have 
suggested are the best general directions to follow.

THE ST. ALBANS RAID 

On this date, in 1864, Montreal 
was made the base of a raid into 
the State of Vermont which might 
have led to serious international 
consequences. A number of the 
leaeders of the confederacy had 
escaped by various means into 
Canada and had made their head- 
quarters at the St. Lawrence Hall, 
then the leading hotel in Canada. 
They gathered around them a 
number of sympathizers, which 
was not hard to do, for very 
many persons of English extrac- 
tion in Canada, though opposed 
to slavery, were in sentiment hos- 
tile to the United States, and did | 
not conceal the fact. | 

Many wild schemes of invasion 
of the northern states were con- 
ceived, including a naval raid to | 
be sent out from Halifax or some 
minor port in Nova Scotia, but 
eventually it was decided that it 
would be well to start with a 
movement which would throw a 
scare into the northern leaders. 
Accordingly Bonnet H. Young, 
who had been a lieutenant in the 
Confederate army, was selected 
to lead a raid into Vermont. 

It has been generally believed 
that the scheme originated en- 
tirely in Montreal, but Sir Joseph 
Pope, who had access to official 
records, states that the plot was 


hatched in Chicago by renegade 
northerners and a few southern 
spies. 


Young and four others left Mon- 
treal on the night of October 18 
and arrived at St. Albans the 
next morning. There they were 
joined by a score of others, some 
from Chicago, some from New 
York, and without delay pro- 
ceeded to fire up the town.

In the conse- 
quent confusion the raiders es- 
caped and made their way back 
to the Canadian border and to 
Montreal. 

The news of the raid created in- 
tense excitement and much indig- 
nation among the better element 
in Montreal, and when demand 
was made from Washington for 
the arrest of the leaders for a 
breach of international law their 
detention was generally accepted 
as the proper thing. 

But, like more modern bank 
robbers in later years, the fugi- 
tives had lots of money, so some 
of the best advocates i'n Montreal 
were engaged and a great legal 
battle was begun. The demand 
of the crown for the extradition 
of the prisoners—-for the Canadian 
government was quite ready to 
hand them over—was met by a 
barrage of legal arguments. 

In pursuance of the govern- 
ment's policy the accused were 
transferred to Toronto for trial, 
but there also technicalities prev- 
vailed and no conviction could be 
secured. 

The matter ranked for a long 
time in the north, but eventually 
public opinion there was convinc- 
ed that the Canadian government 
had done all it could to bring the 
raiders to justice; and the only 
aftermath was that when Canada 
presented claims for damages for 
the Fenion raids at the Washing- 
ton conference in 1871 the State 
of Vermont countered by a de- 
mand for damages for the St. 
Albans raid, and as neither were 
granted they may be regarded as 
a set-off the one against the other,

MR. BENNETT IN THE WEST 

Editor Bulletin: Prime Min- 
ister Bennett's recent speeches in 
the West reveal the fact that he 
is whole-heartedly for the policy 


of “laicsez faire,” the literal 
meaning of which is “Let it 
alone.” It is a policy of “every 


man for himself and devil take 
the hindmost.” Unfortunately, 
however, Mr. Bennett was speak- 
ing to the hindmost, for he had to 
admit that while there were evi- 
dences of improved economic con- 
ditions in the East and in other 
countries such benefits were not 
being enjoyed in the West 

It was plain that Mr. Bennett 
was very conscious that he spoke 
from the superior knowledge of 
one who had just completed a 
post-graduate course in highest 
finance. He did not miss an op- | 
portunity of telling his audiences | 
that he had hob-nobbed with the 
financial emperors of the earth 
in London. Being a man of con- 
siderable wealth himself, he could 
heartily sympathize with those 
who were possesssed of govern- 
ment securities which were pur- 
chased with cheap dollars and 
whose interest {s being paid in 
dollars that are quite dear. But 
while Mr. Bennett secms to have 
an intimate knowledge of the best 
practises in the realm of high fin- 
ance, he betrayed a lamentable 
ignorance with regard to the more 
mundane practises of ordinary | 


commerce. This he demonstrated 
when dealing with the wheat 
problem. 


In dealing with that problem 
before western audiences, the 
prime minister was most disap- 
pointing. He declared that it was 


a simple matter, all that had to 
be done was to reduce the “ine 
ventory” as is done in ordinary 
commerce, He secms to have en- 
tirely missed the point that usu- 
ally business men are able to 
reduce inventories at not less than 
cost, even when under financial 
stress; while, on the other hand, 
wheat producers have been fore- 
ed to sell all their wheat far be- 
low cost for the past three years, 

Again he missed the points that 
businesses set their own limit on 
the sacrifices to be made, also, 
they can count on reduction in 
prices stimulating demand. Ignor- 
ing these points, Mr. Bennett in- 
nocently informed his hearers 
that the low price of wheat has 
affected the demand very little, 
if at ell. 

Mr. Bennett did mention a pos- 
sible corrective for the wheat 
situation; reduction of acreage 15 
per cent, but he gave no hint as 
to how this very difficult adjust- 
ment is to be made without im- 
posing unnatural and mandatory 
methods. He also took a good 
deal of credit to himself for secur. 
ing at the world wheat confer- 
ence a quota of 35 per cent. of 
total exportable wheat—200,000,- 
000 bushels-—but he rather avoid- 
ed the fact that we have twice 
that quantity in sight to dispose 
of. 

No concrete proposal was made 
with regard to the disposal of 
Canada’s surplus, the largest in 
the world, such as converting it 
into industrial alcohol and pro- 
viding that a practical percent- 
age be used in all gasoline sold,

’ Reaches New York For- 
ty Thousand Years Later 
Is Heard by Electricians,

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NEW YORK, Oct. 19—The stars | 
massed in the southern skies last 
night made a sizzling sound--like 


» bacon in a frying pan—which was 


picked up by radio here 

The sound was broadcast to a 
mecting of the New York Electrical 
Society and the Amateur Astron- 
omers Association by Karl G., 
Jansky of the Bell laboratories, who | 
has been tuning in on it for two 
years at Holmdahl, N.J. | 

The source of these radio waves 
was from the constellation Sagit- 
tarius, the Archer, in the Milky 
Way, about midway between the) 
southern horizon and the Zenith | 

In lesser volume they came from 
other parts of the Milky Way. 

Behind Sagitttarius lies a mass of 
stars 40,000 light years away from 
earth, Visible only in telescopes. | 
These stars are thought to be the) 
source of most of the sizzling. 

The waves heard travel with the 
speed of light and are believed to} 
have started 40,000 years ago. 

What causes them, Jansky said, is 
not known. They could not be, he 
said, radiations from ordinary stars, 
like the sun, because none of them | 
seems to come from the sun, de-| 
spite its neafness. They might be, 
he hazarded, rays from young stars 
which are boiling with energy far 
in excess of the sun. 

The signals are continuous. At no 
time has there been noted such a 
break in their continuity as might | 
be taken to indicate that intelligent | 
beings outside the earth were trying | 
to attract attention. |

To Dickensians 


Voted by the members to be one | 


of the best addresses they had list- 
ened to, the Edmonton Branch of 
the Dickens Fellowship meeting in 
the Separate School Assembly Hall 
on Tuesday heard their president, 
@. R. Leaver, 
rents of Dickens.” 

The solution of man’s troubles is 
in man and not in theories or in 
institutions; not in economic con- 
ferences or in governments, So said 
Dickens repeatedly in the 35 years 


of his writing, this was the burden ; 


of the address. The speaker drew a 
close parallel between the con- 
ditions prevailing in the 19th cen- 
tury and those of today. He out- 
lined revolutions, the convulsions 
concerning the franchise. the social 
upheavals, the Chartist riots, the 
slavery question and the industria! 
turmoils. “Dickens’ mind,” said Mr. 
Leaver, “could not be confined to 
any one party in government. nor 
limited by the dictates of any one 


society. He carried an open mind 
on all questons, and emphasized 
merely the humanitarian aspect. 


Man is superior to his creations, 
whether of government or of creed. 
Simple manhood would triumph 
over all difficulties that arise. The 
solution of economic troubles and 
of industrial dead-locks, is in the 
desire to progress honestly. to deal 
fairly and to treat sympathetically. 
The only wealth is Life. and where 
man’s attention is centred on Life 
and not on profits, on the function 
of man’s powers and not on divid- 
ends, there is wealth and well-be- 
ing 

Mr. Leaver illustrated his points 
from many of the novels of the 
greta author, and at the close of his 
address received the very cordial 
thanks of his audience

At the 
base were the gold holdings of the 
banks and the Dominion govern- 
ment; on the top of this was the 
system of Dominion and bank notes 
resting on this structure were bank | 
deposits or chéque-book money, | 
while topping the whole structure 
were interest-bearing stocks and | 


bonds, 


SYSTEM TOP-HEAVY 

This system, he claimed, was top-| 
heavy, since but a comparatively 
emall block of gold supported the | 
other three blocks, that of stocks 
and bonds being the heaviest. | 

People of Canada were being | 
given erroneous information as | 
the true financial situation, said 
the speaker, and referring to state- 
ments made in this connection | 
Premier R. B. Bennett, he claimed | 
that “Mr. Bennett is either confused | 
himself or is a confuser.” 

Until a comparatively short time 
ago the principal and interest on 
stocks, bonds and mortgages wefe| 
payable in gold, continued Mr. East. 
This was no longer necessary as by 
law it had been decided that these 
were now payable in “lawful money 
of Canada.” The government, there- 
fore, had repudiated a solemn obli- 
gation to the people: 

Cheque-book money, bank credits 
and bank deposits were all one and 
the same thing, he said.. Bank credit | 
was increased by persons’ making 
loans on the bank or by the bank | 
buying securities. 

IN INTERESTS OF BANKS 


Bank deposits were created by the 
process of loans, and bank credit 
functioned as money, Mr. East} 
pointed out. During the war years, 
the banks had secured an enormous 
amount of Dominion notes, totalling 
$110,000,000 plus the $135,000,000 
that was in public circulation dur- 
ing that period. Expansion of Do- 
minion notes was in the interests of 
the banks and not the public. 

If any person was found guilty | 
of making a substitute for money. 
he was liable to a fine of $400. The 
bank was the one exception. It 
created bank credit. ‘‘Qnly the gov- 
ernment should issue credit instru- | 
ments which function as money,” 
he declared. 

In advocating the socialization of 
finance, which is one of the planks | 
in the C. C. F. platform, he felt) 
there should be a central Dominion | 
treasury. Wealth would come from 
public works and various other) 
wealth-producing projects. The pro- 
vinces would arrange with the fed- 
eral government for a supply of| 
credit instruments. 

For every million dollars worth 
of credit issued by the treasury 
there would be a million dollars’) 
worth of assets behind it. | 
FOR SOCIAL WELFARE 

Socialization of credit would be | 
used for social welfare, and not for | 
the enrichment of private enterprise 
in Canada. 

“If we socialized credit then the 
benks would yell that it was infla- 
tion. But new money which is) 

ated to bring in new wealth is 
not inflation,” he urged. |

ARTICLE NINETEEN 
Scrimmage After Rouge or Safety 
Touch, Scrimmage. 


When a team has scored one or 
two points on a rouge or a safety 
touch, the ball shall be brought out 
to the 25-yard line of the team 
| scored against and there scrim- 
maged by the side against whom 

| the score has been made. 

The manner of putting the’ ball 
into play should be understood be- 
cause it occurs so often in a game 
When the ball is dead within the 
field, which, of course, means after 
a play has been completed and an

shall place it on the ground dead in 
| front of him. Then one of his side 
| must, within a reasonable time (not

in a forward direction. It must not, 


be handed by the snapper to the 
player receiving it from the snap- 
per. The player who snaps the ball 
shall not again handle it until it has

| Head-On Tackle Tough On Tackler 


Coach Points Out The Dangers Of This Method 


By HERB M'CRACKEN 
Head Football Coach of Lafayette 
THE TYPE OF TACKLE which is 
toughest on the tackled—AND THE 


TACKLER—is the head-on tackle 

It requires a strong stomach on 
the part of the tackled. But it also 
requires a strong head on the part 
of the tackler! 

When both parties have these re- 
quirements the head-on tackle may 
be undertaken. But it is a danger- 
ous business. 

I mean not only dangerous for 
young, inexperienced players, but 
even for the veteran college player 
For any player the other methods of 
tackling are better in the long run. 

The head-on tackle depends 
largely on the force of the head- 
blow against the ball carrier's solar 
plexus for its desired effect. In 
this respect it is much like the fly- 
ing bucks one sees in the profession- 
al wrestling ring. 

The “moving picture’ presented 
herewith shows the head-on tackle 
at its deadliest. 

If the idea of tackling is to knock 
out the bal) carrier in addition to 
simply downing him and bringing 
the advancement of the ball by 
the enemy to a quick conglusion— 
then the head-on tackle might be 
called an improvement over the 
straight shoulder tackle. 

However, in most situations—in- 
cluding the one shown in the accom- 

ing pictures — the shoulder 
ackle would have accomplished the 
only sportsmanlike object, that of 
arresting the ball carricr's progress, 
just as effectively. 

In this case there was no reason 
whatever for the head-on tackle — 
since the objective was only to 
down the ball carrier and keep him 
down until the whistle blows, 

In picture No, 1 we see the tack- 
ler going into a crouch as he ad- 
vances toward the ball carrier who 
not seen here-—is rapidly advanc- 
ing from the left.
